The tide ol 
iniiiiiKiatlon couliuuea toUuw in and 
tlie pricda of real eatate ara coutlaut- 
ly ailvaiiciug and will aoou be aa 
hiith aa fyoa Angelei. All that haa 
lieun aald about real eatate agenti ai 
the latter place will apply with equal 
force and lltnvaa to thuae here. In 
fact there la but little difliareot be- 
tween tho profeaaiunal booiueri in 
any of the cillea out here, 'i'beir 
inetboda and general charactorlatica 
are about the aatna all over the weal 

There ia an iiiionae rivalry batwecn 
San Diego and IxM Angelea and llio 
ijueatlou aa to which la to be the fu- 
ture inetrupolia of Southern Califar- 
nla will be decided witbio the neii 
two or three yeara. Los Anifuleii ia 
U uillea from tho coaat, baa UO,(XIO in- 
liabltMit* and la lurroundad by one 
uftliefluest aectlona ofconnlry in 
(Jaliforuta. She baa plenty o( water 
and exoeota to build the city up aul- 
id to the oceau lu a few more yeara. 
She haa uo barbor when ah* get* lu 
the aea, but tb« Loa Ancelea boomer 
telle you that tbe city will do with 
her enterpriae and capital what na- 
ture failed to do— make tach a har- 
bor aa she needs. 

riaii i>iego on tbe contrary haa out' 
of ihu fluent bays in the world, wliioh 
Is lU miles long and over a inile widr 
The city la now on tbe middle of the 
bay coaat, bat tbe limlta have been 
eitended from one end to the otiiei 
and tbe land cut up Into town luia 
which are held at enormou* pt Icca 
Mor la thia all. Tbe pealnaular thai 
forma the bajr la being built up and 
land over Ihaire la even higher than 
the nialu land. Tbe water quratiun 
ia tu be solred by bringing water In 
pipes 80 inllea from resorToirs in ihc 
inouiiiaina and flumes are now l u 
lug couslrncted which will aupply 
aulllcieut quantiliea of water I'm' u 
large city. San Diegu propoica to 
oSVet the country advantages of Ia» 
Augelca with her ntagniaceui harbor 
and haa entered the contest fbr met- 
ru)iolitftn snpreinacy. The San lii'-- 
gana claim that their city will nut 
only aurpaaa Los Angeles in a (aw 
years, but will even rival Bau Fran- 
cisco in tbe course of time. 

The present city of San Diego Is 
not a handsome town. The strtda 
arc wide and regularly laid ont, but 
are not yet metaled or p«Tad. 
The duat abounda everywhere and 
fleas arc so nuniornus thsl ihey arc 
an inlolcrable nuiaanco. You cannul 
walk along tbe streets without get- 
ting full of them and thejr we even 
worse, if possible, than tho real es- 
nii' utji'iiiii wild aliiioat worry thii 
ill' uui uf ycin. liul lew of the real- 
Icnce Iota have been improved anil 
there are but few trees or grass plots 
to be seen. Tbe city ta iooatad on 
t-rrl ifriiiind, bnt a high Mil OB One- 

iiiu iM iiiieiuWd to be tliB p4^Iar 

riiaidonce portion. 

Some of tbe bnlldlnga going up 
are better than any laaw In Loa 
Aiigelps and the place list siroet rall- 
wa\ii, waterworks electric ligliU and 
all the modern linprovuinciita. ijliv 
s eapeolally well supplied with ho 
tels and haa four daily iiewapapara 
list compare favorably with any <ii 
lie five dailies at Los AiijJcliK. Tin- 
:limatu is sbont the same in bolli 
places, with (be advantage of ocean 
brvttBt In faTor of San Diego. 

In tho C'urouado Beach Co. tbe city 
of San Diego has a strong and en(i:r' 
;>riaing ally. A weiUthjr ajrudloale 
laa bought Ike penlMBlkr a|Wtm the 
bay— whleb On the map' looka like a 
huge pair of stiiflifd 8addle-lis§;e— 
connected with the main laud by a 
narrow range of billa. Tbe atrip 
wblob connect* the two pan* 1* but 
a few hundred fMt wide and thla 
will be converted into a grand boule- 
vanl. The north Island, as it is 
called, contains 1,-tOO and tbe south 
one 1,100 aorei. Tbe smaller one, 
which is dlreetly oppoalte San Diego, 
is now being Improved in grand 
stylo and baa been laid offiuto atreet* 
and avonuea Md neerljr all of tbe 
liundreds of lota are now In tb* 
hands of speculator*. A eonddera- 
blc town has already sprung up and 
bualnoss houses, hotels and a post-of- 
floo are open, although the ground 
waa nut pnt on the market until last 
spring. Tbe Hotel Del Ooronado, a 
nianinioth seaside resort on the ocean 
side, ia nearing coiuplellon. It con- 
tains 530 bed rooms and will accom- 
modate 2,000 gneals. It will bavn 
900 rooms in all, tho dining room be- 
ing 156 by (>2 feet, and there will Ije 
1,800 feet of verandaa 20 feet wide. 
There will be a theatre, bath bonaes, 
and every modern convenienoe. all in 
counectlon with tbe hotel, wnloli is 
expected to be the leading coaat rc 
aortof America. Tbe hotel alone 
wilt oo*t 11,000,000 and the beaoh iin- 
prctvenonu will ooat aa mnoh more. 
The climate being the ilneat on tlie 
continent the hotBl will bo open the 
year round and the bathing will bt 
as fine in January as In July. As 
soon as the South taland la Improvil 
and fliled up, the north one will he 
laid out mill pi't on tho market. 
The two will 1>" connected by tlie 
boulevard and by a bridge across 
the neek of W«»W ^dlTldlng 
them. The atrip o6nneotlng 
with lb* main land *ix miles below 
is called Coronado heights and this 
too la owned by the same company 
and will Iw built up. If tbe expecta- 
tion* of Bab Diego are realbiad (his 
entire peninsular and tbe main land 
from Old Town on tbe north to Na- 
tional City on tbe aoutb, nearly 20 
mliea, and half aa far back from the 
coast will some day be one great, 
thickly settled oity with its millions 
of inhabitants. It mny bo added 
however that the people of Lo» 
Aiigcle" lAUBh at the Idea of a town 
wllliout water ever reaching sacb di- 
Bienslons. ,
